THE SLAVE QUESTION IN AFRICA. 

Baltimore Sun. -The Gorman Adminis- 
tration in East Africa Is embarrassed by 
the problem of dealing with the slaves it 
liberates. The number of liberated slaves 
has outgrown the capacity of the missions 
to deal with them. Over ninety slave 
girls, from eight to sixteen, have been 
placed at Dar es-Salaam and Bagamoyc. 
The Government allows twenty five 
marks yearly to each slave child under 
eight given over to the care of tbo 
missions. The adult slaves are moro 
difficult to dispose of. The Governor, in 
bis last report, said " it was Impossible to 
cover expenses by the work dono by 
these liberated slavos, who were for the 
must part partially weak and had never 
learned, and did not desire to loam to 
work. If too much was demanded of 
tbtui they might prefer slavory with the 
Arabs or freedom with the Kuropoans."

The railway system of the (Jolted 
States Is one of the moat wonderful 
development* of modern enterprise. Few 
Americans comprehend the rastnesa of 
its scope or the tremendously important 
part it has played in the working ofonr 
National destiny. The flfth report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which has just been issued, affords a 
bird's-eye view of the American railway 
Industry, which is as Interesting as it Is 
instructive.

COLUMBTO, O., Oct 14.— Tho grand 
jury, which has b**n In session for sev- 
eral weeks, and whloh made a partial 
report of thlrty-slir Indictments a few 
days alncc, made a final report Friday 
morning. It was authoritotively stated 
that 267 additional Indictments had 
been found, but only GU of them
